DIRECTIONS. 


Cut the Film about 4, inch from LOWER tine of one of the pictures, see fig. 1. Cut the 
other end of Vilm to the extreme TOT line of the picture, The ' inch on the end is necessary 
tomake the lap. Moisten with the tongue the end on which the Y inch has been left, and scrape 
off the Emulsion to the line of the adjoining picture, with a pocket knife, see fig. |. The white 
space on fig, 1, which should be about ¥y inch lony and is part of another picture, shows where 
the Emulsion has been seraped off. This is where the Cement should be placed. Be sure to 
spread the Cement in equal proportion on the ilu, (The dull side of the Film is the Emulsion 
stde.) Lay fig. Jon half of the Pilm Mender, fig. 3, and apply the Cement, Then lay fig. 2 on 
the opposite side of the Mender, and press the finger tightly through the centre directly over the 
joint, for a moment, and the Cement will dry in a few seconds. Tf properly cemented, the joint
